But, fir, if the condukt 
of the federalifis was incompatible with the 
principles of our government, the conduét 
of the prefent adminiftration, with the per- 
nicious example before them, is highly in- 
excufab'e. We have feen almoft unlim- 
ited powers delegated to the prefident, in 
the. legiflative provifions for the govern- 
ment of the Loutfana Territory. We 
have feen an arbitrary fyitem of removal 
adopted by the prefident, which has not 
only deprived capable and meritorious of- 
ficers of their bread, but has raifed to con- 
fideration the moft unprincipled charac- 
ters. The power of removal, which the 
prefident has exercifed with fo much rig- 
our, depends upon the conflruétion of au 
ambiguous claufe in the conflitution.— 
Many of the moft enlightened members of 
the firft Congrefs, contended that the con- 
ftitution did not warrant a conftruétion 


that velled the prefident with the power of i 

















removal, Mr. Madifon, the Republican 
Secretary of State, under the Republican 
Thomas Jefferfon, warmly advocated the 
conftruétion that fan@tioned this power, 
‘* Though (fays he in the debate on that 
 fubjefi) the prerogative of the Brinth 
‘* King is great, and his refources of tn- 
‘ fluence extenfive and commanding, 
* there have been examples of his minif- 


- 


‘* ters being oppofed and removed by the 
‘* divifion of one branch of the legifla- 
‘ ture. If this be the cafe with a hered- 
* itary Monarch, pofleffed of fuch high 
‘* prerogatives, and furnifhed with fuch 
‘* means of influence, can we {uppofe 
“ that a prefident of the United States, 
«* elefted for four years only, dependent 
‘‘ on the popular voice, impeachable by 
‘* the legiflature, and perhaps not diftin- 
‘* guifhed in point ot weali’# or talents 
‘“« from the head of the depa:tment himfell, 
‘* can. we fuppofe, I fay, that in defiance 
‘© of thefe confiderations, he will prefume 
‘¢ wantonly to difmifs a meritorious ofh- 
‘© cer from his fervice? J own i¢ 15 an 
“ abufe of power which exceeds my una- 
“© gination, and of which I can form no 
‘‘ rational conception. Vel the power 
‘* in the prefident (fays he) and the claim 
‘© of dependence is this—the officer of 
“the higheft grace, the officer of the 


| ** middle grade, and the officer of the 


‘© loweft grade, will be dependant on the 
 prefident, and he onthe people.” The 
fcope of his argument 1s to fhew, that 
the power of removal is better entrult- 
ed with one, than with a number of per- 
fons. In the fame debate, fpeaking of 
the fenate, he defcribes it as a body that 
poffeffes that por'ion of ari/tocratic pow- 
er, which the confhitution has wifely ef- 
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tablifhed. Let the tools- of. faétion now 
be filent, and no longer charge the Feder- 
alifts with defigns unfavorable-to our po- 
litical liberty. I afk whether it is more 
wicked ina tederalift to fay thatthe prefi- 
dent has the power of removal, than in 
fecretary Madifon to maintain that the 
fame power is better entrufied with one 
than with twenty fix perfons? Is it more 
culpable in a lederalift to advocate ftabil- 
ity in a government, than in one who pro- 
fefles republicanifm, to commend our 
conftitution for having wifely eftablifhed 
in our fenate a portion of ariflocratic 
power ? Isa federalift to be more blam- 
ed for wifhing to poeflefs the execu. 
tive department with fufficient . energy, 
than an oflicer under the prefent adminil- 
tration, to juftify the delegation of a high 
power toa fingle individual, by an analo- 
gy toa monarchical govzrnmeut ? If our 
conflitution warrants a confirsGlion that 
gives the power of removal to the prefi- 
dent, it was intended by the fame conftitu- 
tion, that this power fhould on/y be exer-~ 
cifed in cafes of imperative neceffity. - I 
was not given as an engine ot perfecution ; 
but for the purpole of found, moderate and 
rational exercife. How far the prefident 
has, in this inflance, contermed to the 
(pirit and intent of the conftitution, let the 
calm and unprejudiced judgment of the 
people determine. 
That the people cannot err, I know, fir, 
is triumphantly adopted by the rvling par- 
ty, as a firft principle in political reafon. 
ing. Iam perfuaded that the intentions of 
the people are generally right s but expe. 
rience will inform us, that. people, with 
the moft upright intentions, have erred in 
the purfuit of the moft noble obje@s.— 
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We have known them to be led aflray by 
the mere empty fhadvw of liberty, and. at 
lait bow to the yoke of fubftantial de/po- 
ti/m.—W hat will be the fate of this coun. 
try, I will not pretend to foretell. The 
condu€t of the prevailing party in this 
ftate, is tettainly inaufpicious to rational 
liberty. The perfecution of an individual, 
diftated by party motives, though it may 
not immediately affe& the collettive body 
of the people, yet, in its confequences, is 
extremely alarming. As long as we pof- 
fefs the bold {pirit of treemen, it will be in 
vain for government to tell us that we are 
exempted from taxation, when the facred 
right of exprefling freely our {entiments is 
violated. Under thefe circumftances, we 
may boaft of a full trealury—it may givea 
momentary vigour to our government ; 
but, fir, it is like a confumptive glow 
which prefages a {peedy diffolution.

Immediately after the evacuation of 
Toulon, by the Eoglifh, all the principal 
Toulonefe citizens were ordered to repair 
to the market place—where they were {fur- 
sounded by a great military force. 

This man, who for his offences had 
been committed to prifon, was liberated 
by the French agents, in confequence of 
his undertaking to fele& chofe of the in- 
habitants who had, in any manner, favor- 
ed the capitulation ct the town, or who 
had fhown any hofpitality to the Englifh, 
whilft they were in poffeffion of it.

It is with extreme regret that we men- 
tion the introdu@tion of the yellow fever 
at the Waaleboght, Long-lfland. The 
following particulars are given from a 
ftatement in the Evening Poft. of the 34 
inftant. 


A brig arrived at the Waaleboght fome 


mingo. She came upto the wharf near 





Meffrs. Helms & Little, who lives oppo- 


fhore to the grocery ftore of Mr. Little for 
the purpofe of purchafing fuch things as 
they wanted. Betore the arrival of this 
vefTel the place was very healthy, but 
fince the difcharging of her ballaft, fever- 
al perfons have been taken fick. She alfo 
had on board two barrels of tainted beef : 
which were ordered by Doé€tor Bailey to 
be funk.—The cook of this veffzl died on 
the paffage. During the period in which 
the brig continued at the wharf, the wind 
blew from the North-Eaft, and it could 
be evident!y traced that the perfons who

fickened lived in the dire€tion to which 
the wind blew. 

A pilot boat (fchooner Hound) which 
had recently arrived from St. Domingo 
with French paflengers, was alfo lying at 
fome diftance from the wharf. The per- 
fons who affifled to pump the bilge water 
out of this veflel, declare it was of fo dif- 
agreeable and offenfive a {mell that fome 
a€tually fickened and were obliged to leave 
her.

The tribe confifis of 
about fifteen hundred warriors, who live 
in two feulements, a no great diftance 
from each other. They are of a gigantic 
ftatute, being all (the men) above fix feet 
in height, and well proportioned. They 
are reprefented as ferocious people, who 
with to be at war with all the other tribes 
of Indians. “On their paflage down the 
M.ffouri, five of their party were killed 
by the Sacquias end Renard tribe of In- 
dians. Several others returned from St. 
Louis, having fallen fick. ~~ 

M. Chouteau, a French gentleman of 
the firft refpeétability, and a citizen of 
Louifiana, and who has tor a number of 
years had the exclufive privilege of trad- 
ing with the Olages, has been induced by 
capt. Lewis to accompany them. There 
are alfo in company, feveral young French 
gentlemen, who intend applying to be ad- 
mitted in the military acad-my. 

The party left St. Louis the 17th ult. 
at which time captains Lewis and Clarke 
were there, and would leave ic che 19h, 
on their tour toexplore Louifiana. Three 
men, who had been for three years hunt- 
ing in that country, and whofe knowledge 
of the different tribes of Indians extended 
a conficerable diffance, have been engaged 
to go with capt. Lewis as guides. 
hunters relate, that during their excur- 
fions they {aw an Indian woman, who had 
bee taken prifoner from a nation who 
live on the fhores of the Pacific ocean. 

Mr. Chouteau carries with him to the 
Prefident, a toad or frog, of a very cum 
ous fpecies—its form is that of a land tor- 
toife, very flat, covered with feales, of a 
dark grey color, a fhort tail, and a head 
formed like that of a buffaloe, and is or- 
namented with fix horns—lIt lived four 
months in the poffeflion of M. Chouteau, 
without taking any other nourifhment than 
a litle water, which was given it from 
time to time. 

This {pecies of frogs is frequently 
found in prairies within the territory of 
the Ofage nation—They live in affociation 
with a {pecies of ground fquirrel, and a 
{fpecies of {make. Thofe aflociations oc- 
cupy an zra of from one to two acres of 
ground—trom the furtace are a number of 


holes, which communicate with their fub- 


terranean habitations—it is kept tree trom 
duft or grafs by the {quirre!s, whe brufh it

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CURIOUS LAW CASE. 





IN the courfe of laft week, the tol- 
lowing curious, and tothe party not un- 
important cafe, came before the magif. 
trates of Greenock, for their decifion.— 
A pocr woman flated to them that fhe had 
taken her paffage in the Tarbet Packet, 
bringing with her fifteen dozen of eggs ; 
fhe delivered to the mafter, who ftowed 
them away in the hold ; but untfortunate- 
iY» one of the paffengers bad a birth af-

gned to him in their immediate neighbor- 








hood ; and although it may at firit fight ap- 
near incredible, there is no doubt of the 
taft, in the courfe of the paffage, which 
lafted only eighteen hours, he ate no lefs 
than nine dozen of the poor woman’s eggs.
